A resident of the Ensign dist¬ 
rict since 1921, William Bert Pat¬ 
on died on Wednesday, April 13, 
at the age of 46 years.

There are at least three reasons centre of the 
why farmers can look forward to The membe 
a good return for agriculture this buried in -th 
fall, declared J. E. Brownlee, K.C. and the bodie 
president and general manager of interred in 
United Grain Growers Limited in ish Military 
a reednt radio broadcast (over 
C.F.A.C. Calgary, Mar. 25th> in 
which he discussed the present 
grain situation and prospects for 
the coming season. First is the 
payment of well over two hundred 
million dollars, which will shortly 
be paid j>y the Canadian Wheat 
Board. Actually this is the farm¬ 
ers' own money accumulated from 
past sales by the Wheat Board, 
but such payments will add con¬ 
siderably to this year's income. In¬ 
crease of. the. Wheat Board's init¬ 
ial price from $1.55 to $1.75 per 
bushel, basis No. 1 Northern in 
store terminal, means 20c per 
bushel more than the farmer re¬ 
ceived last year. The continuance 
of the British Wheat contract to¬ 
gether with the signing of a In¬ 
ternational Wheat Agreement are 
also important factors in the out¬ 
look for agriculture. 

Mr. Brownlee stated he was 
particularly pleased with the re¬ 
cent announcement from Ottawa 
which guaranteed present floor 
prices for oats and barley for an¬ 
other year. “ Without such guaran¬ 
tee", he said. "I fear there would 
have been some danger of undue 
reduction in the acreage devoted 
to these cuops and while I would 
not presume to advise farmers how 
to plan their operations, the guar¬ 
antee of floor prices will give con¬ 
fidence in seeding the usual per¬ 
centage of total acreage." 

Pointing out the large surplus of 
flax'which the Dominion Govern¬ 
ment is now holding. Mr. Brown¬ 
lee emphasized the Government's 
intention to remove the present 
ceiling of $-1.00 per bushel on July 
31st. "I am sure" he concluded. “I 
need say no more than to again re- 
piind farmers that those who seed 
'flax this year will be doing so at 
their own risk and that they should 
decide as soon ns possible what 
they will do with any flax not yet 
deliveied." Snodgrass Funeral Home was in

LESSON FROM SUNDAY’S FIRE

smell violets, but there were violets In the making. 

Another old timer sets the last real Chinook as op 
February, 1937, when the benign breezes swept a- 
way almost all. traces of what had been a very hard 
winter. Ranch folk have better reason than town- 
people for noting the decline in Chinooks because 
that'is what they have counted on to ease winter’s 
severity and the burden of stock feeding. Other 
people who can’t trust memories very accurately, 
know only that snowbound conditions of the past 
few years have been worse and more protracted 
than they used to be, and they have no end of 
theories. Everyons has his theories. Some say the 
Japanese current must have shifted, due possibly 
to Pacific Ocean earthquakes, and that polar regions 
and the Aleutians may benefit. Others are all for 
laying the failure of Chinooks and the severe coast¬ 
al weather to atomic upheavals end all the scient¬ 
ific experimentation that may be going forward in 
remote regions. Of course if it's true that Chinooks 
have been gradually withdrawing In the last 25 
years or even since 1937, one can’t add their loss 
to the other monstrous crimes of modern science. 

Whatever the reason it’s time for a change.

ALFALFA VARIETIES FOR 
SOUTHERN ALBERTA 

• Recent inquiries indicate that 
many farmers see the need for a 
replacement of Grimm alfalfa but 
do not know what variety to 
choose. Grimm has been the out¬ 
standing variety in Western Can¬ 
ada because of its cold resistance. 
It is a high yielding, fine quality 
alfalfa. Unfortunately it is not re¬ 
sistant to bacterial wilt and dur¬ 
ing recent years stand reduction 
and losses from this disease have 
very high. The disease is progres¬ 
sive and It is not until the stand 
is three years old or older that 
losses are pronounced. For thaw 
wishing alfalfa fields to last for 
more than three years, Grimm is 
no longer suitable in the irrigated 
areas of Southern Alberta. 

* At tlie present time the only 
available variety suitable as a re- 
-placement for Grimm in this area 

is one that was introduced from 
Northern India. This variety is La- 
dak. Ladak is partially wilt re¬ 
sistant and is sufficiently winter 
hardy to be suitable for Western 
Canada and United States. In tests 
here is is equal to, and in some 
cases, superior to Grimm in yield. 
It has more drought resistance 
than Grimm. It has resistance to 
stem and leaf diseases and conse¬ 
quently it retains its leaves long- 
er thus producing a high quality 
hay. Seed of this variety is now 
available from commercial seed 
houses In Alberta. 

A number of new varieties hare 
been given some publicity in the 
press during the past year. Ranger 
developed in Nebraska, and Buf¬ 
falo developed in Kansas are two 
wilt resistant varieties. Unfortun¬ 
ately they are not sufficiently 
winter hardy for Western Canada. 
The University of Alberta variety. 
Ferax, is a high seed producing 
variety. Because it was selected 
from Grimm It is very susceptible 
to bActeria wilt.

TREATING SEED GRAIN 

Once again the season rolls 
around when we have to plan our 
spring operations, and again we 
are reminded that-grain should be 
treated for disease control. We 
have had word from both the El¬ 
evators Companies and from the 
prop Protection Office at Edmon-. 
ton, that there has been an In¬ 
crease in damage done by plant 
diseases due to neglected or in¬ 
correct treating of seed. 

The following is a statement by 
Mr. Lobay, Supervisor of Crop 
Protection. He suggests that not 
one bushel fo grain for seed should 
remain untreated this spring. Be- 
side* being cheap and easy to ap¬ 
ply* many seed disinfectants or 
fungicides not only control cert¬ 
ain cereal smuts, but increase 
germination by controling some 
of the soil borne diseases. Cere- 
san "M" for example,* will prevent 
bunt or stinking smut of wheat, 
covered and intermediate loose 
smut of barley and smut of oats, 
and will also provide some protect¬ 
ion against root rot Ceresan “M” 
is an improvement over the old 
ceresan in that it is practically od¬ 
ourless and greatly reduces the 
hazard of skin irritation. 

Mr. Lobay says that organic 
mercury dusts such as ceresan and 
leytosan should be used at a rate 
of ounce per bushel of seed on 
wheat, oats and barley, and 1% oz. 
on flax. Excessive rates should be 
avoided since seed may be Injured 
if too much chemical is used. Be¬ 
fore applying the chemical, thor¬ 
oughly clean the seed to remove 
srftut balls, weed seeds and shriv¬ 
elled kernels. 

Dry grain may be treated any 
time now. Barley and oats are 
best treated at least two weeks 
before seeding. Damp grain should 
not be treated until shortly before 
seeding, but there should be a per¬ 
iod of at least 24 hours between 
treating and planting. All treated 
grain is poisonous. It should not be 
fed to livestock nor sold for mil¬ 
ling. Where mercurial compounds 
are used as dusts, the use of a 
mask will prevent inhalation of 
the dust” We have at hand a note 
from the Line Elevators Farm 
Service pointing out that they are 
aware of a rather alarming In¬ 
crease in smut in Western Can¬ 
ada, and would like to point out 
tiiat seed treatment needs further 
emphasis. There is at least one 
leature in particular that has pos¬ 
sibly not been stressed widely e- 
nougli heretofor, namely, the time 
interval between treatment and 
sowing. .They point out that with 
wheat and flax grain should be 
treated at least 24 hours before 
seeding and that with coarse 
grains, oats and barley, treating 
should be done at least 8 days be¬ 
fore seeding. Treating seed and 
pulling it directly in the drill, or 
treating it In the drill box Is a 
tvaste of chemical. They supply 
the following hints that could be 
used to advantage. 

APPROVED SEED TREATMENT 
METHODS: 

1. Unless seed of wheat, oats, bar¬ 
ley and flax is known to be di¬ 
sease-free and undamaged is should 
be treated. 

2. Seed should first be thoroughly 

cleaned, 

3. Thorough mixing of chemical 
dust and seed-grain is essential 
for best results. Every kernel 
should be, well coated with dust. 

4. Use recommended dosages—no 
more, no less. 

PRECAUTIONS NECESSARY: 

1. Follow carefully precautions 
f;i\en by chemical manufacturer. 

2. Avoid inhaling fumes or dust. 
Wear a clean cloth or mask over 
rnouth and nose. 

5. Prevent contact of dust with 
the skin, and keep the chemical 
away from th eeyes. 

4. Cleanliness insures saftey.

The, most Important role of hu- 
ipus i& soil is to act like a sponge 
in absorbing and storing water up 
to a certain point, but rejecting an 
excess. Get all the humus Into 
ypur soil that you can, provided 
tf is thoroughly decayed, but don’t 
*orry too much if you cannot get 
ks much as some of the old-time 
Gardiners consider necessary.

GARDEN $OIL: 

Frequently we get asked the 
question of what to do with a 
garden that is of too heavy a clay 
texture to work, or too light a 
sand to be good. We came, across 
an article written by a Horticult¬ 
ural Expert which gave a good 
description on how to remedy the 
situation. For the benefit of those 
interested, we re-produce a port¬ 
ion of the article: 

The most frequent condition 
which needs correeting Is a pred¬ 
ominance of clay, which makes a 
heavy soil, difficult to work, and 
" hich holds water well but shrinks 
and cracks when dry. 

The problem of dealing with 
clay is simply to make it coarser. 
It is composed of fine particles 
which refute to collect In coarse 
grains. When there Is just the 
right amount of moisture In clay 
it cart be spaded, crumbled and

worked with ease, but when too 


wet it should never be touched, 
and when too dry it resists all 
your efforts to work It. It can be 
coarsened by mixing with It 
coarse materials, such as old ash¬ 
es, fine cinders, fine gravel or 
well-decayed organic matter from 
a compost heap or old manure pile.

U K. ENGINEERS UNDERTAKE 
UNIQUE ARCHITECTURAL 
FEAT 

Engineers in Britain have just 
completed the first stage of a un¬ 
ique architectural feat in (the heart 
of London. A budding of great 
historic interest is being lowered 
intact to a depth of 20 feet in 
Whitehall. Above it will then be 
built 270,000 square feet of Gov¬ 
ernment offices. 

They Will occupy part of th£ site 
on which King Henry • VIII’s 
Whitehall Palace originally stood. 
It is a section of the Palace which 
is being bodily removed and low¬ 
ered. The object is to preserve in¬ 
tact the crypt, dating back to the 
16th century, known as the King's 
wine cellar. 

Relatively modern buildings have 
been moved bodily in the United 
States. But this is probably the 
first time that a structure so val¬ 
uable and of such antiquity has 


been dealt with in this way. Ex¬ 
perts consider that it is also the 
first occasion on which a structure 
has been moved both horizontally 
and vertically. 

The cellar has n^.w been lifted 
clear of its original site and mov¬ 
ed intact to one side. The second 
stage will be to s*uk it 20 feet and 
then restore it to its original pos¬ 
ition on this lower level. Ten-stor¬ 
ey Government buildings will then 
be constructed above it. 

It weighs nearly 800 tons And 
measures about 70 feet by 30 feet. 
Before being moved, It was un¬ 
derpinned with girders of steel and 
concrete as well as reinforced in¬ 
ternally. This has enabled it to 
bear the strain of being shifted to 
a distance of 40 feet on steel rol¬ 
lers. It will require five days of 
careful handling to lower it the 
required 20 feet. This will be done 
one-eighth of an inch at a time 
and 186 16-ton jacks are to be us-

FARMERS CAN 
TEST THEIR SEED 

To harvest good field crops, good 
seed must be sown. Often seed is 
obtained from the local dealer, but 
many farmers use their own home¬ 
grown seed. The quality of seed is 
important,- and a seed test will 
show any undesirable conditions 
which may result in a crop failure, 
or introduce and spread trouble¬ 
some weeds. 

There are two main seed tegts; 
for purity and germination. In a 
purity test the seed is examined to 
determine the kinds and number of 
weed and other cultivated seeds. 
The germination test shows the 
proportion of crop seeds that may 
be expected -to produce normal 
plants. 

In making a purity test the seed 
should be thoroughly mixed so that 
it is representative of the whole 
quantity and a pound should be 
used for the actual analysis. This 
should be spread on a clean surface 
in a good light, and be carefully 
picked over and all foreign seeds 
removed. These should be named 
and the number of each kind 
recorded. In identification of some 
Is impossible they may be sent to 
the nearest S>eed Laboratory of the 
Plant Products Division, Dofinion 
Department of Agriculture. 

In checking the sample the gen¬ 
eral quality of the seed and the 
uniformity and size of the kernals 
should be noted to decide whether 
the seed should be re-cleaned. If 
any noxious weed seeds are found 
it is advisable to use other seed. 

In a germination test, seed may 
be germinated in clean sand, soil 
or on blotting-paper, absorbent 
paper, or canton flannel. Generally 
two hundred »?eds are germinated. 
They should be well spaced if in 
sand or soil, and rolled up If in 
cloth or paper. Ordinary room 
temperature is suitable for most 
kinds of seed and they should be 
kept moistened throughout test. 
Clovers are counted in five days, 
corn and peas in eight days, and 
cereals in twelve days, and only 
strong healthy sprouts should, be 
included. Many seeds especially 
those which are injured or frosted, 
may grow a small sprout which 
would not produco a normal heal¬ 
thy plant. Seed should germinate 
over 80 per cent if it is to be used 
for planting.

SWIMMING and WATER 
SAFETY PROGRAMME 

The 1949 Red Cross Divisional 
Aquatic School for training swim¬ 
ming instructors and camp aquat¬ 
ic directors, will be held in Ed¬ 
monton at the North West Air 
Command swimming pool during 
Faster week, April 18 to 23. 

An announcement regarding the 
School was made public this week 
by W. M. Ritson-Bennett, the Pro¬ 
vincial Director of the Canadian 
Red Cross Swimming and Water 
Safety Programme. 

Only sixty trainees, selected 
from all cities, towns, and organ¬ 
izations in tl\is Province, which 
have the greatest need for Water 
Safety Instructors and effective 
swimming and recreation pro¬ 
grams will be accepted for train¬ 
ing. 

However, it has been pointed 
out that any town or organization 
may submit the names of as many 
applicants from their leaders, cap¬ 
able of taking this training, as 
they wish. Their applicants will be 
screened and then notified by the 
Provincial Director whether they 
have been accepted. 

At last year's Divisional Aquatic 
School, a total of sixty-one In¬ 
structors were qualified out of the 
ninety-seven emailed for training. 
There is still, however, an acute 
shortage of aquatic leaders for 
this Province. 

Closing date for applications is 
April 8. but there is still room for 
twenty applicants Any person de¬ 
sirous of taking this training so - 
they can teach the children in 
this community to swim and boat 
safely and help in the prevention 
of needless drowning accidents can 
apply to the local Red Cross 
Branch or immediately contact 
Provincial Red Cross headquarters 
at 1504-lst St. Ea£t, Calgary.

Perhaps the most significant de- 
wlopment on the Prairies in re¬ 
cent years has been the increasing 
diversification, not only of their . 
economy as a whole, but of certain 
constituent part s—agriculture, 

manufacturing and mining, part¬ 
icularly the recent great expan¬ 
sion of the petroleum industry. 
While the importance of agricul¬ 
ture to the Prairies has net dim¬ 
inished, the growth of other fields 
of production makes the mid-West 
less exposed to the vicissitudes 
that oeset economies that are al¬ 
most wholly agricultural. A fur¬ 
ther increase in diversification is 
almost certain with an accomp¬ 
anying expansion in Western con¬ 
struction. transportation and mer¬ 
chandising. 

Based on averages of two five- 
year periods (1931-41 and 1942-46) 
the percentage of the Prairies’ 
contribution to the net value of 
production as compared with Can¬ 
ada as a whole rose from 16.05 
per cent in the first period to 17. 
25 per cent in the second. Between 
1941 and 1946 farm products pric¬ 
es rose about three times as fast 
as the general level of prices and 
this tends to obscure the real 
heaBway made by Prairie indust¬ 
ries, other than agriculture, dur¬ 
ing this period. 

Between 1941 aod 1946, while 
there was an over-all increase of 
about 22,000 Prairie families, 20, 
000 fewer were deriving their liv¬ 
elihood directly from agriculture 
at the close of the period. Increas¬ 
es In other occupations not only 
absorbed those leaving farms and 
other primary industries but ac¬ 
counted for about 24,000 additional 
families. However, in summary , 
the 1946 five-year Prairie census 
.shows that there are fewer but 
larger farms; that fewer farmers 
with more mechanical equipment 
. are turning out more produce; 
that the capital value of Prairie 
farms has increased while farm 
\ indebtedness has been greatly re¬ 
duced, and that the proportion of 
farms operated by owners as a- 
gainst tenants and managers has 
risen. In 1946 agriculture account¬ 
ed for about 60 per cent of the 
net * value of Prairie production 
and will likely continue to be their 
mainstay.

Products 


The most encouraging feature 
of Canadian trade has been the in¬ 
crease in exports to the United 
States. The total value increased 
from just over one billion dollars 
in 1947 to one and a half billions 
in 1948. Some • of this increase is 
owing, of course, to higher prices— 
-especially for pulp and -paper and 
metals—and to the very large ex¬ 
ports of cattle. But much of the 
increase is the result of improved 
Canadian ability to produce for 
and sell to the United States Mar¬ 
ket, and of the reduction of tar¬ 
iffs obtained in the Geneva Agree¬ 
ments. ( . 

Tire government has decided to 
increase the present import quotas 
on consumer' goods listed in sched¬ 
ule II of the Emergency Ex¬ 
change Conservation Act by ap¬ 
proximately 25 per cent. In addit¬ 
ion. some items ^ill be transferr¬ 
ed" from the prohibited list to the 
quota list as of April 1, and on a

Fashions in gardening change to 
keep pace with changing architec¬ 
ture and habits of living. When 
sidewalks were shovelled by hand, 
snow “rottM be pushed onto the 
road or thrown over the hedge. 
Today, with mechanical snow re¬ 
moval. a hedge planted le£s than 
eight feet from the sidewalk suf¬ 
fers a ragged fate and a hedge 
eight feet back on the lot simply 
cuts it ih half. Hedges are used 
less today than formerly. 

1 The so-called "Functional" arch¬ 
itecture of modern homes calls for 
different lines in drives and paths, 
different foundation planting and 
different arrangement of floral 
deedration. Efficiency and set form 
is required rather than the sweep¬ 
ing grace and softening effects of 
earlier decades. Yet, though this 
is a time of change, natural laws 
are constant. They cannot be 
^disregarded or changed, but intel- 
igent plant forms can be chosen to 
create the new effect. It simply 
means that people have to change 
their point of view about favourite 
plants for certain situations, says 
R. W. Oliver, Division of Horti¬ 
culture, Central Experimental 
Farm, Ottawa. 

The trend is toward the emphat¬ 
ic line of straight approach rather 
than the sweeping curve; of set 
form, rather than ornate and grac- 
ful detail. Foundation plantings, in¬ 
stead of aiming at "softening 
effects", strive to emphasize hori¬ 
zontal lines and doorways, taking 
the form of trimly clipped hedges 
or flowers planted to create set 
masses of colour. So the old flow¬ 
ering shrubs with festooned arch¬ 
ing branches are superseded by 
horizontal and low rounded forms 
that stand clipping well and imve 
attractive foliage. Such plants as 
Japanese yew. privet cotoneaster 
and Korean box or dwarf barberry 
are taking the place of old fav¬ 
ourites. If economy is a strong con¬ 
sideration the native cedar can 
be clipped to almost any desired 
form provided that a start is made 
with young plants. 

Most people want more Relaxa¬ 
tion from their gardens, wijh loss 
work and less variety in. horti¬ 
cultural specimens. Perennial and 
annual flowers fit into the scheme 
best if they are used in larger 
groups of the same variety to 
create bold low effects of colour 
against the background of uniform 
texture prvoided by a clipped hed¬ 
ge. 

The need is still to create a 
suitable setting for the hoq<x\ but 
is is a different house with a new 
look. There is also the desire for 
a suitable setting for an outdoor 
lirvpluce, table and chairs with 
just enough ornamental material 
to provide privacy, create ^colour 
and tie the whole lot into a pic¬ 
ture that seems in keeping.

Durum Wheats

There is considerable interest in 
the production of durum wheat in 
parts of southern Alberta. As com¬ 
pared with bread wheats durums 
have some advantages and also 
some disadvantages. The more im¬ 
portant of these are summarized as 
follows: 

The relative yields of durum and 
bread wheat depends on the dist- 
.rict and the season. Under con¬ 
ditions favouring good growth the 
durums almost always yoield mot* 
than the bread wheats and as con¬ 
ditions become poorer the .differ¬ 
ence becomes less and less. When 
drought is severe the bread wheats 
commonly yield more - than the 
durums. % • i- 

With the exception of Rescue, 
bread wheats are highly suscept¬ 
ible to sawfly damage whereas the 
durums are moderately resistant. 
In general they suffer little ec¬ 
onomic damage but, under dry 
conditions moderately severe dam¬ 
age occasionally occurs. 

Durums grow taller than bread 
wheats and as a result are better 
able to compete with certain.weeds 
and are easier to harvest under 
drought conditions. The durums 
are much later maturing than the 
bread wheats and generally more 
susceptible to root rot damage. 

The market for durum wheats 
is limited and the demand is for 
'a high quality product. A high 
quality sample is one produced 
from a variety with inherently 
good macaroni making qualities; 
ftee from mixtures of bread wheat 
and high In bushel weight' 

Stewart, Mindum and Carleton 
are high quality varieties. Stew¬ 
art is the most generally satisfact¬ 
ory of the three primarily be¬ 
cause of its high yielding capacity. 
Pelissier aand Gordon Bail are 
low quality varieties. While these 
two varieties are satisfactory from 
the standpoint of yjeld their qual¬ 
ity is so poor that they are not 
eligible for the top grades. 

A mixture of bread in durum 
or durum in bread wheat is high¬ 
ly undesirable and severely dis¬ 
counted in the trade. When both 
crops are grown on the same farm 
special piecautions must be taken 
to keep them separate. Drills, 
combines and granaries must be 
thoroughly cleaned between crops 
or mixing results. This cleaning 
adds to production costs and can 
easily off-set any advantage that 
may be derived from growing the 
two crops.
